low and the county detectives work- 
ing on the case were dissatisfied with 
the verdict and proceeded to try to 
make out a prima facie case at last 
night's hearing. 
The squire ruled 
that such a case had been made and 
held Johns despite the vigorous pro- 
tests of his counsel.

with Miss Crispell and Johns on the 
night of July 4, when- she was last 
seen and all testified that there had 
been much beer drinking and that 
both Johns and the girl had become 
ill.

Johns in preliminary statements 
at the time of his arrest said that he 
did not take Miss Crispell home be- 
cause he became ill. The district at- 
torney said today that he was at- 
tempting to further verify this state- 
ment of Johns. 


The prisoner will be put through, 


another severe examination today by 
detectives. 
Thus far he had stood 


the ordeal of examination well, the 
detectives declare. 


Judge Fuller of the Luzerne county 
court, today entertained a motion for 
a writ of habeas corpus for the release 
of Herbert Johns, the 
mineworker. 
who Is being held in jail without bail 
In connection with the death of Alice 
Crispell.

JUDGE FULTON 


DECIDES THE 


BURKE CASE 


Overrules Safety Director and Civil 
Service Commission and Kein- 
states Uiscliaged Patrolman. 


In common pleas court on Satur- 


day morning, Judge Pulton rendered 
the following decision in the case 
of UK; State of Ohio, ex rel., C. O. I 
Burke vs Wayne Collier et al.: 
| 


The facts in this case brietly stat- 


ed are: 
That Wayne Collier, as Director 


of Public Safety of the City of New- 
ark, Ohio, on or about the 2Ad. Ua> 
of May, 1913, 
preferred 
charges 


against Charles O. Burke, jwho was 
a patrolman in the City ot Newark, 
Ohio. 
That afterwards the 
said 


Director of Public Satety proceeded 
to try said patrolman, Burke, upon 
said charges preterrcd, and sustain- 
ed two ot the said charges. That af- 
ter said hearing said Burke appealed 
to the Civil Service Commission oi 
said city, where a trial was had upon 
said charges so filed by said Director 
of Public Safety upon which he had 
found said Burke guilty. The Civil 
Service Commission at said hearing 
dismissed one of the said charges, 
finding the said Burko guilty of the 
remaining charge, and said Commis- 
sion assumed to discharge said Uurke 
from his said office, all of which was 
done over the 
objection of 
said 
Burke. 


After the action of the Civil Ser- 


vice Commission, 
discharging 
the 


Baid Burke from his said office, the 
said Burke filed in the Court of Com- 
mon pleas on tlic oth day of June, 
191.1, 
a 
petition 
in 
mandamus 


against 
I he said Wayne Collier, et. 


al, in which petition he prayed that 
a writ of mandamus issue command- 
I'DK the said respondents to restore 
him to said office as a police officer 
of said City of Newark, Ohio. 


To this petition in mandamus 
a 


general demurrer has been filed and 
the real question raised in this case 
is as to 
whether or not the Direc- 


tor of Public Safety, Wayne Collier, 
had 1he right under the statute to 
prefer the charges against said pa- 
trolman, Charles O. Burke, and to 
trv him on said chnrfres. 


The disposal 'of this question will 


dispose of the whole matter Involv- 
ed in this controversy. 


The 
Director of 'Public 


charges against him, and within five 
days thereafter, shall proceed to in- 
quho into such charges and render 
his judgment thereon, which judg- 
ment, if the charge be sustained, may 
be Oither suspension, reduction 
in 


rank or dismissal from the depart- 
ment and siir-h judgment in the mat- 
tpr fOinll be flnnl, except as otherwise 
provided In tins subdivision." 


The construction of this section, 


if we can arrive at its exact mean- 
ing, 
win determine what authority 


the Director of Public Safety had in 
this matter. 


The said section starts out by say- 


ing "the Director of Public 
Safety 


may suspend any of the employes of 


[ the police or fire department who are 
by law under his exclusive manage 
ment and control." 
Now, if we cai 


determine who are by law under his 
exclusive management and control 
then we can determine whether or 
not the Director of Public 
Safety 


acted under authority of law in pre- 
ferring the charges and hearing them 
as above set forth. 


Section 4487 
has been changed 


and amended ^everal times, but, it 
seems to the court that to arrive at 
the exact meaning of this seel ion re- 
quires the Court 
to 
ascertain the 


meaning of the phrase "who are by 
law under his (the Director of Pub- 
lic Safety) 
exclusive 
and control.' 
management 


Safety 
claims the authority to prefer 
the 
charges and hear the same, as he 
did, 
by virtue of section 44S7 of the 


Oeneral Code, which section Is as 
follows: 


"The 
Director nt Public Safety 


may suspend any of the employes of 
the polico or fire department who are 
by law under his exclusive manage- 
ment nnd control, for Incompetence, 
pross neclect of dutv, gross Immor- 
alltv, habitual drunkenness, failure 
to obey orders given him by the pro- 
per authority or for any other ren- 
sonable and just 
canfle, and shall 


The section as it now stands in the 


statute was passed on the 10th day 
of May, 1910, and is found in Vol. 
101, 
Ohio Laws, page 297, and is 


called House Bill No. 497. In this 
act three sections of the statute are 
amended towit: Sections 4380, 4489 
and 4503, and sections 4380* 44S7 
and 4.-.O.-,, in force at the time'of the 
amendment are repealed. 


The court thinks that these three 
sections being in one 
act 
of the 


Legislature 
will throw considerable 


liRht upon the meaning of the phrase 
in section 4487 "who are by law un- 
der his (the Director of Public Safe- 
tv) exclusive management and con- 
trol," but the Court has gone farther 
and has gone back to the passage of 
the Municipal Code found in 9fi Ohio 
Laws which was passed in 1902, and 
the Court thinks by a careful reading 
of section 149 of the Code, as pass- 
ed at that time, the meaning of that 
phrase will be correctly ascertained. 


Section 149 of the Municipal Code 


found in Vol. 9fi, Ohio Laws, pase 
< n, reads as follows: 


"The police department of each 


city shall be composed of a chief of 
police and such Inspectors, captains, 
lieutenants, sergeants, corporals, de- 
tectives, patrolmen and other police 
court officers, station house keepers, 
drivers and substitutes as shall have 
been provided by o/dinance or reso- 
lution of council. 


"The 
Director of Public Safety 


shall have the exclusive management 
and control of all other officers sur- 
geons, secretaries, 
clerks and ' em- 


ployes as shall have been provided 
bv ordinance or resolution of ooun- 


polnted from the classified 
list of 
such department." 


This section was afterwards bro- 


Tten "up and parts of it put In other 
sections of the General Code, but, to 
arrive at the meaning of the Legis- 
lature, we think that by a careful 
reading of said 
section 
149, the 


meaning of the Legislature will be 
made clear as to what powers were 
given to the Director of Public Safe- 
ty over the police department. 


The first paragraph of section 149 


defines the police 'department of the 
city, or at least it tells us of what 
the police department of the city is 
composed. 


The parasrrapn 
immediately fol- 
.owmg that in section 149 reads as 
follows: 


"The directors of 
public 
safety 


shall have the exclusive management 
and control of all other officers sur- 
geons, secretaries, clerks 
and em- 


ployes as shall have been provded 
by ordinance or resolution of coun-

cil. 


This is the second paragraph of 


section 149 of the Municipal Code 
and follows immediately 
after the 


paragraph which states of what the 
police department shall be composed 


The Court thinks that by carefully 


reading the first and second para- 
graphs of section 149 of the Munici- 
pal Code found In 96 
Ohio Laws 


page 70, a solution of the question' 
as to who are under the exclusive 
management and control of the Di- 
rector of Public Safety is made per- 
fectly plain. 


After defining who compose 
the 


police department, the second. para- 
Kraph says the Directors of Public 
Safety shall have exclusive manage- 
ment and control of all other officers 
surgeons, secretaries, clerks and em- 
ployes as shall have been provided 
by ordinance or resolution of coun- 


The Court thinks that bv using the 
>rds "all other officers" it meant 


p exclude from the Director of Pub- 
ic Satety the exclusive management 
and control of the persons who com- 
pose the police department as men- 
ioned and described in the first par- 
agraph of section 14!) and. this beins

Section 4487 of the same act pro- 


vides that the Director

Safety may suspend only those "who 
are by law under his exclusive man- 
agement and control." 
The Court 


thinks this fact of itself would ex- 
clude from the exclusive 
manage- 


ment and control of the Director of 
Public Safety the members of the po- 
lice and fire department, because in 
section 4380 of this act 
it is made 


the duty of 
the 
chief 
to prefer 


charges in writing against any offi- 
cer, who is derelict in 
duty, and 


these charges are to be brought be- 
fore the Director of Public Safety. 


This holding of the Court and con- 


struction of Sec. 4487 makes 
said 


section perfectly consistent with sec- 
tion 4379, which gives to the chiefs 
of the police and fire departments 
the exclusive rights to suspend any 
of the deputies, officers or employes 
of their respective departments and 
under their management 
and con- 
trol.

Washington.— Leaders In congress 


and the administration fear that the 
present session of congress will run 
into the late fall and possibly merge 
with the session that will begin the 
first Monday In December. 


There are n few optimists, like Rep- 


resentative Hull of Tennessee, who see 
no reason why congress should not 
conclude its labors by the middle of 
October. 


Representative Henry of Texas ex- 


pressed the opinion that congress prob- 
ably would remain in session continu- 
ously until late hi the summer of next 
year. In the course of the debate In 
the house of representatives Maun of 
Illinois, the Republican leader, made 
the remark that this session would con- 
tinue until December. 


Prophecies as to the duration of the 


session are based on the theory that 
congress will follow the recommenda- 
tion of President Wilson and enact a 
banking and currency reform law. 


Democratic leaders are in a position 


to force the passage of such a measure 
in the house, but in the senate, where 
no cloture rule obtains, there Is not any 
way to cut off debate as long as sena- 
tors wont to talk. Senators have bro- 
ken long talking records in the past 
currency debates, and fear is expressed 
tbat not even the torrid atmosphere of 
the dog days or the humidity of the 
early fall mouths will drive them away 
from the Job. 


Many representatives and senators 


have died us the result of exposure to 
the extreme heat that attends Wash- 
ington summers.

GREATEST BATTLf 


IS FOUGHT AGAIN 


Veterans of the Blue and tfts 


Gray Met at Gettysburg, 


40,000 SOLDIERS IN GAMP. 


President Wilson Orator on July 4. 


General Sickle* Only Division Com- 
mander Present, Death Having Mus- 
tered Out All Others on Both Sides.

Gettysburg, 
Pa.—Afjain, after fifty 


years, the men who fought under the 
stars and stripes and those who fol- 
lowed the stars nnd bars into the din 
of battle hnve met on the battlefield at 
Gettysburg—tnis titub not to fight for 
the cause that both sides believed to 
tie right, but to celebrate the setnicon- 
lennial anniversary 
of the greatest 


battle ever fought on American soil 
and, -with one exception, the greatest 
battle ever fought in the history of the 
world. About 40,000 veterans met and 
fought the battle over again this time, 
reposing in comfortable chairs and tell- 
ing the younger generation of the trials 
and hardships of fifty years ago. 


The quiet little Pennsylvania town 


stepped bucic fifty years and looked 
upon the army of blue and the army of 
gray aieeting again on her doorstep 
and thereby showed to the world tbat 
the scars of battle are not as deep as 
the feeling of American brotherhood. 
From the first day of the celebration 
until the last from early morning until 
long after the sun had gone down the 
veterans trooped around the little town 
which had so peacefully slept among 
its hills since Lee and Meade turned 
their legions southward and met for 
the fierce three days' battle so many 
years ago. When the soldiers arrived 
in Gettysburg they found the stars and 
stripes fluttering from every window 
of every house in the town. The stars 
and bars -were much in evidence. 


During the celebration train after 


train 
arrived 
In 
Gettysburg, 
each 


crowded with old men from all parts of 
the country. The average age of the 
Confederate civil war veteran today is 
seventy-two years. 


The veterans lost no time in leaving 


their trains and establishing them- 
selves in camp. Five thousand tents,

each accommodating comfortably eight 
soldiers, bad been erected on the scene 
of this battle. The tents, fell westward 
with the slope of the ground from the 
Emmissary road to the point on Semi- 
nary ridge whore tho charge of I'iekett 
started on the third day of the fight. 
They covered tin? "reach Orchard" and 
iSt- "Wheat Field," where thousands 
of men were lost, and part of the 
ground over which I'iekett charged, 
but they did not reach the "Bloody 
Angle" or tbe base of Cemetery lidge, 
from whose height Meade's artillery 
cut to pieces the legions of 1'ickctt. 


The formal exercises were- held in a 


tent near the Emiiiitsburg road, but 
they lasted but two hours each day. 
The veterans spent the remainder of 
the time as they pleased, renewing ac- 
quaintances 
anil 
greeting comrades 


whom they bad not seen or heard of for 
the intervening fifty years. 


Never in the time of peace had the 


old town witnessed anything that ex- 
celled in grandeur the parades of the 
feeble veterans that passed along tho 
main street of Gettysburg day after 
day. 
Tbe white haired soldiers, many 


stooped from old age. marched in line, 
either with tbe rebels or the Yankees, 
each day of tbe celebration. 


The arrangements for feeding the old 


soldiers were excellent. 
Good meals, 


differing greatly from those that they 
obtnitied in tbe stirring days of 1S(;3, 
were served the old soldiers and in 
true camp fashion. 
Tho veterans in 


tbe happiest humor waited in line to 
get their rations. 


Of tho t'nion lenders only one. corps 


commander was there'--General Dan- 
iel K. Sickles—death having mustered 
out fill the oilier generals—.Meade, Han- 
cock, Howard. Slocuni. Reynolds, Hunt 
and Webb, while on the Confederate 
side bavo gone Lee, I.ongstreet. Hill. 
Kwell, Alexander and 1'ickett. whoso 
nnine will ever be linked with Gettys- 
burg because of the memorable charge 
tbat his division nmde against the 
Tlninn center, a charge that will live 
fn history as long as valor is com 
moinorated.
